NEW YORK, Oct. 11—*Babe Ruth, 
king of swat, whose infected arm has 
caused him much pain during the past 
two games of the world’s series, an­ 
nounced today that he would not play 
in any more games this year, on ad­ 
vice of his doctors. 
Ruth has not broken a solitary bat­ 
ting record so far in the series but 
he ha« set a new high unark of cour­ 
age. 
Never before in all the history 
of the game has a man shown himself 
gamer than 
this 
big child-hearted 
monarch of swat. 
Ruth’s left arm is badly infected. 
The skin is tight and red around the 
edges of the bandage and every mov e­ 
ment shoots a pang of exquisite pain 
through his whole body. 
Not satisfied 
with that, envious Fate has given Babe 
a bad ankle that compels him to hob­ 
ble about his duty in the outfield. 
A 
normal man would be in bed, com­ 
plaining to high heaven of the in­ 
justice of it all. 
Bambino is on the 
field, giving the very best in him for 
a Yankee victory. 
After scoring the first run for his 
team yesterday—a feat that required 
some desperate sprinting—Ruth faint­ 
ed on the bench, 
litó big body broke 
for a moment under the agonizing 
pain in his arm. Yet the game was de­ 
layed only a few minutes, and then he 
limped 
to his 
place in 
face of a 
thundering teaipest of cheers. 
Babe has always been a hero in 
New York. 
He is an idol now, for 
men the world over love the fighting, 
indomitable heart even more than they 
do great exhibitions of skill. 
Ruth is the backbone of the Yankees 
— not merely physically with that big 
bat of his, but spiritually as well. The 
very sight of the slugger—sick or well 
—stiffens their backbones, and corre­ 
spondingly throws a damper on the 
opposition. 
With Ruth out Manager Huggins 
will be forced to switch his batting or­ 
der. 
“ Chick” Fewster will take the 
Babe’s place on the team, but will go 
to right field, Bob Meusel moving over 
to Ruth’s position in the left Garden 
Wally Sc-hang, the former Mackman 
who has been doing the catching for 
the Yankees and considerable hitting 
as well, will be moved up to Ruth's 
cleanup position in the batting order, 
Fewster taking Schang’s old place at 
No. 8, following McNally. 
It was also expected that Huggins 
would give his southpaw, Harry Harp­ 
er a chance at the Giants today. Harp­ 
er has not yet appeared in the series 
but with the Yankees one game to the 
good and Mays and Hoyt not available 
because of recent work, Huggins is 
expected to take a chance with his 
brilliant but erratic left hander. 
Opposed to Harper will most likely 
be Jess Barnes. 
Barnes has twice 
done relief work once successfully. 
That was when Toney was knocked 
out*of the box on Friday. Barnes then 
held the Yankees safe while his own 
teammates were batting out a victory.
